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THOUGHTS TO GIVE ONE PAUSE. 


Tue deaf have been accused of being suspicious and 
it is perfectly natural that they should be. But they 
are no more suspicious than their critics would be under 
the same circumstances—say, that of being situated 
in a foreign land among people whose speech was un- 
known to them, with only occasional and imperfect. 
interpretation on the part of another as to what was 
going on about them in the way of conversation. Then 
add to this admission the fact that the deaf are some- 
times taken advantage of because of their deafness, 
and that once in a while one in power does impose 
upon them because of a certain helplessness incident 
to their deafness—say the necessity of keeping their 
position because of their greater difficulty in obtaining 
another, and we have another positive reason for the 
fact that we often find the deaf on the defensive as to 
their real or imagined rights. 

But wherever and whenever the deaf are imposed 
upon because of their inability to help themselves, 
the real cause lies in that tendency in ordinary human 
nature—operating everywhere along all lines of business, 
trade, and social life—to slight, oppress, or overburden 
others to one’s own profit when it can be safely done. 


Never is it done because the deaf are looked down upon, 
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that is, simply because they are deaf, as they sometimes 
imagine. And there is not near as much of this slight- 
ing of the deaf as they think. It is the operation of 
ordinary human nature, which so often, out in the world, 
uses the helplessness of others to advance its own 
interests, or else ruthlessly passes by the human right of 
those less favored as to opportunity. 

But the education of the deaf, at least in this country, 
is not committed to those who have low ideals of char- 
acter and conduct. There may be occasional excep- 
tions, but we feel sure they are exceptions. Perhaps 
no class of people among us are governed by such high 
ideals as that part of the great middle class who have 
had leisure enough to give themselves to culture and 
aspiration enough to seek the higher things in religion, 
and therefore have that bent of the mind which is first, 
last, and always philanthropic. From this class are 
drawn the clergyman and the teacher, who live in a 
moral atmosphere as far above the idle rich as above the 
sordid common crowd, whose main thought in life is 
personal gain of some sort. The man who obtains by 
crime is only one remove from him whose only thought 
in life is gain, although he become not criminal in its 
pursuit. The only mental difference often is that the 
latter is careful not to overstep the bounds prescribed 
by the law. 

Now as the educators and warm friends of the deaf 
are, as arule, very high-minded people, it is evident that 
the deaf must themselves be exceptionally high-minded 
to be always able to see and understand these friends 
aright. 

And here we can face an important point in this 
question. The deaf rightly aspire to be like and to be 
thought like hearing people. But what kind of hearing 
people? ‘This is a large world and there are many kinds 
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of people in it. There are many worlds within this 
world of ours. The deaf naturally form their ideas 
of hearing people from the kind with whom they come 
most in contact. They often cannot fail to see that 
they are the superiors of many in and about the neigh- 
borhood in which they live when at home. The trend 
of our institution life is to refine, and is always on the 
side of good taste, honesty, and morality. As the chil- 
dren return in the fall we can perceive the impression 
made by those months where slovenliness, carelessness, 
and rudeness have reigned in the home. 

And if the deaf make the comparison with hearing 
persons within the institution it may be with some 
one who falls below the average, and whom the reigning 
powers would be glad to see something quite different 
from what he is.

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yond what we are, to be able fully to appreciate the value 
of some work that seems to us to be no better than our 
own. Nobody fully appreciates anybody or any work 
without approximating it in his own individual worth 
or power. 

Deaf people must never get away from the fact that 
they are surely handicapped to this extent; that to 
attain unto ,the same degree of excellence as does a 
hearing person in the same environment they must 
necessarily put forth more effort—proyided, of course, 
that natural talent and hereditary influences are equal 
to start with. The sum total of the repeated opportuni- 
ties to learn presented to the hearing on every hand, 
based on the simple fact that they can hear, must be 
made up by the deaf one in aggressive efforts to learn. 
Now while it is true that the intelligent deaf person 
shut up in his study will forge far ahead of the mentally 
idle or indolent among the hearing who live on a lower 
thought plane, it is not that phase of the subject that 
we are considering, but the inevitable handicap imposed 
by deafness where all opportunities are equal except 
the ability to hear. So is it not an evidence of modesty 
and good sense on the part of the deaf to be ever on the 
alert to learn more, if not from their hearing colleagues, 
at least from the same fountains at which they drink, 
or better ones? What! Better ones? Yes, better 
ones if possible. Have we not learned, too, this other 
tendency in human nature, to underrate where one 
belongs to a less favored class, so that excellence can- 
not be seen and acknowledged unless it is very superior 
excellence indeed? So that was high praise of a deaf 
lady teacher on the part of a hearing teacher formerly 
associated with her in one of our best schools for the 
deaf: ‘‘She is the best teacher in that school. She can 
just make gray matter.” 
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The way for the deaf to be advanced in respect and 
influence is to go to work and do better work than the 
majority of their hearing co-workers do. There is no 
other way. We recall a trenchant editorial by Dr. 
Trumbull in the Sunday School Times, in which he told 
young employees that the only way to secure the pro- 
motions they thought so unjustly witheld was to be sure 
to do more than they were paid for doing in the positions 
then occupied. Only so could they make it worth 
while for their employer to promote them. Surely 
there is a point in that thought for the deaf or anybody 


else who must wage the battle against unequal odds.

Lesson XVIII. 


The stock market: Black Friday, some stocks ad- 
vanced, a general slump in stocks, United States steel 
developed a heavy tone, speculation in stocks, bought 
on a margin, bucket shops, New York money market, 
to force liquidation, calling loans, loanable funds, 
somewhat more liberal, favorable development, former 
large holders of stocks, interest rates at present, prices 
recently prevailing, the recent activities in the market, 
like influential quarters, the money outlook was re- 
garded as unassuring, the foreign exchange office, 
steady rise in discount rates, a rise of $ per cent., con- 
tinental exchanges, a contemplated issue of new Chi- 
cago and Northwestern stocks, securing new capital, 
foreign commerce, with. the growth of agricultural 
exports, the balance of trade, high rate of interest, 
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a demand for Lehigh Valley, renewed pressure against 
the Traction issues, the selling of Rapid Transit was 
heavy, the price was driven down 1j points, it closed 
at its lowest, prices as a rule were lower, American 
cement was off 3, American milling §, Lehigh Navigation 
Trust Certificates ?, Philadelphia Electric 4}, United 
States Gas Improvement 3, Preferred was a point lower, 
the tone of the market at the close was heavy. 

At the very first lessons short, simple stories are given 
entire, such as the following: 

“A lion was asleep under a tree one day. A little 
mouse ran around the lion and awoke him. The 
lion was angry and wanted to kill the mouse. But the 
mouse said, ‘Please do not kill me. Some time I can 
help you.’ The lion laughed at the mouse and let it 
go. One morning some hunters caught the lion in a 
net. He lay on the ground and roared. His leg was 
entangled in the net. The little mouse heard him. 
It came and gnawed the net and set the lion free. The 
tiny mouse saved the big lion’s life. The lion did not 
laugh at it again.” 

Stories are never given sentence at a time but entire; 
the first giving is a trifle below normal speed. The 
student returns what she got of the story. It is given 
again—and usually by the second telling the student 
has the entire story. The story is then repeated 
rapidly by different members of the class, the mouth 
position of the relator being different in each case. If 
certain words seem to present difficulty to a majority 
of the class they are used in the next story given, and 
sometimes for the next lesson a number of drill sentences 
are made, using these words. 

Usually by the tenth lesson such stories and even 
more difficult ones can be given at normal speed and 
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are understood at the first telling. We have a large 
collection of these stories mounted on cardboard for 
convenience of handling. Many of them were taken 
from the Mt. Airy World and other institution papers. 

The following drill sentences are specimens of those 
made on the words from the stories given which seemed 
to present unusual difficulty: 

Among: She walked among the rose-bushes. He 
hunted among the leaves for his watch. She searched 
among his papers for the missing deed. Some day we 
hope to be among the angels. Her head is among the 
clouds. He knew he was among friends. 

+ Given: She has given no cause for complaint. He 
has given all his property away. The excuse given 
for the delay was not a good one. She had given 
offence by her manner. We had given that matter 
careful consideration. I have not given it a moment’s 
thought. I think I have given you enough “givens.” 

Believed: He believed every thing that was told him. 
She believed in him until he deceived her. If I believed 
you, I would do as you wish. She believed that she 
had met him before. 

Intended: I intended to go but was prevented. He 
intended no harm. It was intended for a theatre. 
He asked me what I intended to do. It was intended 
to set André free if Arnold were captured. 

Great, grate: Great undertakings sometimes come 
to small endings. That was simply great! That 
noise grates on my ears. That is to grate nutmegs 
with. We are grateful for the assistance. There was 
no fire in the grate. I greatly enjoyed the concert. 

Old: What a mean old thing she is. How cold it is! 
He is old enough to know better. A woman is as old 
as she looks. A man is as old as he seems. ‘In days 
of old when knights were bold.” 
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Eagle: Ten dollars make an eagle. The eagle is our 
national bird. He made the eagle scream. I saw an 
eagle soaring overhead. The eagle is the king of birds. 

Gaze: She fixed her gaze upon me. He gazed so 
intently I thought he must have had a vision. She 
gazed into my eyes with a vacant stare. 

Spreading: She was spreading the rugs upon the 
floor when I arrived. “Charlotte went on spreading 
bread and butter.”’ Spreading its wings, the hawk flew 
high up over the barn, bearing the chicken in its claws. 
He was spreading out his wares for our inspection. 
We could see the steam spreading out into a river as 
we entered the valley. The farmer is spreading out 
his hands before the blaze. ‘“‘Under a spreading 
chestnut tree the village smithy stands.” 

Lifted: He lifted the glass to his lips. He lifted his 
head and looked around. He lifted a heavy weight. 
She was lifted out of her shoes. I lifted the lid of the 
basket. I lifted the stove lid with the lifter and left 
the lifter sticking in the lid. He lifted the mortgage 
on the farm. He lifted his eyes towards heaven. 

Flight: The flight into Egypt is often pictured. 
He watched the flight of the eagle. He mounted three 
flights of stairs. Their ammunition being exhausted, 
they took refuge in flight. I was astounded at the rapid 
flight of time. 

World: “All the world’s a stage and all the men and 
women merely players.” I think the world and all 
of her. There was a world of meaning in her glance. 
The old world has learned much from the new. He 
is a man of world-wide fame. He thinks the world 
owes him a living. 

Course, coarse: ‘‘The course of true love never did 
run smooth.” He is very coarse in his speech. Of 
course you can do it if you wish. I gave her a course 
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of lessons in lip-reading. I watched the course of the 
sailboat. In the course of conversation, she made some 
astonishing statements. ‘‘ Westward the course of 
empire moves.’”’ The muslin was too coarse for the 
purpose. 

Civilization: Civilization has brought many. new 
diseases. Guizot’s History of Civilization is a very 
interesting book. War is a crime against civilization. 
The civilization of Japan is of very recent date. At 
times we all like to escape from civilization. 

Phrase: A phrase is a group of words. Language 
is made up of words, phrases, and sentences. I didn’t 
know what was meant by the phrase. That is a 
common phrase. 

Inference: The inference was not a logical one. 
That he should make such an inference from what I 
said surprised me. The only possible inference from 
her manner was that she hated him. We should not 
be hasty in drawing inferences. 

Invidious, comparison: He made invidious remarks 
about his companions. The comparison he made 
between them was invidious. The comparison was 
rather far-fetched. There can be no comparison between 
the two. Comparisons are often odious. Such a 
comparison is absurd. To make comparisons is a 
mistake. It is not just to make such a comparison. 

Implies, censure: When he says that, he implies that 
she doesn’t tell the truth. She censured him for his 
lack of faith. The way in which she looks at me implies 
censure. Washington censured Lee for his conduct. 
The law does not censure a man who kills another in 
self-defense. Undeserved censure is hard to bear. 
He was censured for selling the property. I was cen- 
sured for making such a statement. You were cen- 
sured for not offering to assist. Censure often falls 
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upon the innocent person. It is hard to bear unjust 
censure. 

Else: I should rather read something else than this. 
Will you have anything else? I should not care to go 
with any one else. If you don’t do it somebody else 
will. Whatever else you do, don’t fail to practise. 

Discuss: It is not good form to discuss religion or 
politics in society. One should not discuss the orders 
of his superiors. The discussion that followed the 
reading of the paper was very interesting. 

Narrow: He was a narrow-minded man. She nar- 
rowly escaped with her life. That was a narrow escape. 
She leads a very narrow life. ‘Keep in the straight 
and narrow way.” 

Limit: Keep within the limits of your subject. It 
is not allowed to use firearms within the limits of the 
town. Her means are limited. All things have their 
limits. There was a time limit on the speakers. 

Absurd: It is absurd to think one can master lip- 
reading in twenty lessons. It is absurd to expect as 
much from the negro in forty years as from the white 
man in centuries of development. It is absurd to try 
to live on the same amount one did five years ago. 

Energy: If one displays enough energy, he is bound 
to succeed. A great deal of energy is wasted at Niagara 
falls, economists think. If you lack energy, you will 
fail. The Anglo-Saxon exceeds the Latin races in 
energy. 

Directed: If his energy is guided in the right direc- 
tion he may accomplish great things. A Harvard man 
directed the sports. The play was well directed. 
I attended a poorly directed funeral. There was no 
well directed private school in the town. If the boy 
is carefully directed he will come out all right. 

Known: That is a well known fact. He is known 
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for his skill in playing tennis. Is he well known here? 
It is known for a fact that he did it. 

Unique: That was a unique idea. It was quite 
a unique affair. Such a quaint, unique, little house! 

Distinct: It is distinctly understood. She spoke 
clearly and distinctly. If you wish to make deaf 
persons understand you must have a distinct utterance. 
Distinct articulation is necessary to a finished orator. 
Phillips Brooks’ enunciation was very indistinct. 

Dawn: Before the dawn of civilization. It is the 
darkest, just before the dawn. Since the dawn of 
history. It was at early dawn. An hour before dawn. 

Joint: A joint is an articulation. Rheumatism 
stiffens the joints. Stiffness of the joints is very annoy- 
ing. A joint resolution was passed. The joint product 
of the two races. Our joint possessions. 

Permanent: We begin to get our permanent teeth at 
the age of six. The last permanent teeth are cut when 
we are about twenty-one. This is his permanent 
abode. They have no permanent abiding place. 

Trace: We may trace the outline upon the wall. 
He was only able to trace letters. She has traced many 
a design for embroidery. She retraced her footsteps. 
She traced her name in the sand.’ 

Merely: I merely said that to see what you would say. 
He isn’t dead, he is merely asleep. They thought they 
had captured a bear, but it was merely a porcupine. 
They thought the king was coming, but it was merely 
one of his outriders. I said that merely to show you 
how entirely in the wrong you were. 

Young: She is very young. Young people should 
be given every opportunity to enjoy themselves in the 
right way. We should try to keep young as long as 
possible. Miss Young has sailed for Europe. He could 
have become a great singer if he had taken lessons 
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when he was young. He is too young to understand 
the business. She is as young as ever. 

Paint: Painting is an art that I regret I have been 
able to give very little time to. I paint china whenever 
I can steal a few hours from my busy life. To be a 
great painter one must have genius and must be willing 
to give one’s entire life to art.

We have hundreds more of sentences made from 
the words that seemed to be stumbling blocks, but each 
teacher will find her own from the stories she gives and 
make up sentences to suit the cases. Enough have 
been given to illustrate the method. 

Instead of drilling the student on lists of words 
illustrating the different vowel and consonant sounds, 
we give the lists on paper to be studied at home with 
a mirror and the following day we give sentences 
employing those words. The following are those given 
in long ee: 

There are three 
trees in a row. He peeped around the tree at her. 
She hurt her knee in climbing the steep hill last week. 
Although the baby had all his teeth, he did not creep. 
He waded in the deep creek. She sweeps clean. I see 
a deer near that tree. She is a dear, sweet girl. The 
sheep are asleep in the field. He hurt his feet with the 
wheel. The feeble old man went to see his queen. The 
apple peel was green. Elizabeth was a queer queen. 
He planted the seeds among the weeds. The wheels 
revolved with great speed. The field is full of weeds. 
After committing the deed he was seen to flee and hide 
behind the screen. The screen was needed between 
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the doors. She will not eat sweets between meals. 
These beads are quite dear. Reed-birds are in season. 
Will you teach me every week? Each stream leads 
to the sea. She dreamed of the dear ones. He didn’t 
steal the peach which was within reach. It seems easy 
for eagles to soar. Music was the chief feature of the 
evening. The meeting will convene Thursday week. 
The hinge squeaked. The pig squealed. He was too 
weak to lift the sheaf of wheat. The High Priest 
schemed to get possession of the Nazarene. 

Long oo: School closes June 22. She is foolish to 
sit out near the pool when it is so cool. She has a loose 
tooth. Choose a cool spot for your brood, old hen. 
She scratched the new, smooth stool with her old boot. 
She was looking blooming in her new hood. Choose a 
good stool. She smoothed out the ribbon and tied 
two loops in it. I must buy some new ruching. A 
bird flew into the schoolroom. It is true that he was 
called a fool. I have made two new blue suits for my 
boy. He was so rude I couldn’t endure him. I must 
have that stool glued. It seems to me they have prunes 
morning, noon, and night. The boys broke the rules 
of the school because the master was so cruel. He 
threw away a good screw. 

Italian a: She charms me with her voice. She is a 
charming young creature. He charged too much. It 
will do you no harm.

MONTESSORI MODELS.* 


THE Montessori System has awakened such deep and 
widespread interest in the educational world that it 
behooves the teachers of the deaf to remember that 
Dr. Montessori gladly gives a large measure of the credit 
for her system to Dr. Itard, Physician to the National 
Institute for Deaf-Mutes in Paris during the first thirty- 
eight years of the last century. 

Thus this wonderful unfolding of a new scientific 
educational method is due to efforts made to teach the 
deaf a hundred years ago. Dr. Montessori does not 
claim that she is presenting something new, but that she 
is bringing back something which we have lost in 
modern schools. 

How the Montessori ideas may be applied to the 
teaching of the deaf is an interesting question. The 
following paper, which is the result of a careful study 
of her book, ‘‘The Montessori Method,” presents some 
of her fundamental theories which seem applicable to 
our work. 

Over and over Dr. Montessori makes her appeal to 
the teacher, the teacher, the teacher. Without an 
awakening on the part of the teacher, her methods, her 
system, her theories, all fail. 

She asks, above all, that the teacher cultivate the 
spirit of the scientist, and not mere mechanical skill. 
Above all, the scientist is an observer, one who prepares 
an experiment and then patiently awaits its outcome. 
Over and over she complains that this scientific spirit, 
the spirit of the observer, is lacking. There isa dense

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and wilful disregard of the life which is growing within 
the children and education too often consists in pouring 
into their intelligences the intellectual contents of 
school programmes. 

She suggests teachers should first of all make them- 
selves good to look upon, pleasant-mannered,-careful of 
every detail of personal appearance, that they may 
awaken frail and weary souls and so lead them to lay 
hold upon the beauty and strength of life. 

The secret key Dr. Montessori presents is the belief 
that we must act upon the spirit, knowing that the soul 
of a child has its own rewards and its peculiar spiritual 
pleasures. Over and over she emphasizes this reaching 
of the spirit and the observation of results, without 
forcing, without disturbing the fundamental base—the 
liberty of the pupils in their spontaneous manifestations. 

First of all, she touches upon environment in the 
schoolroom, especially the presence of a few really good 
pictures, some Madonna, some picture whose constant 
companionship will awaken their hearts. 

Although she speaks of liberty of action, her idea of 
liberty is activity which does not break the principle of 
collective order. In order that the children may not 
disturb one another, she teaches repose of manner. 
Hence she gives frequently a lesson in quietness and 
silence, a lesson in repose; not as an imposition, but just 
as a lesson. This lesson, like many of her lessons, is’ 
in the form of a game and its purpose is to teach the 
meaning of silence: 


‘“‘T call the children’s attention to myself, telling them to see how 
silent I can be. I assume different positions, standing, sitting, and 
maintain each pose silently, without movement. A finger moving can 
produce a noise, even though it be imperceptible. We may breathe so 
that we may be heard. But I maintain absolute silence, which is not an 
easy thing to do. I call a child and ask him to do asIam doing. He 


| 
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adjusts his feet to a better position, and this makes a noise! He moves 
an arm, stretching it out upon the arm of his chair; it is a noise. His 
breathing is not altogether silent; it is not tranquil, absolutely unheard, as 
mine is. 

“During these manceuvres on the part of the child, and while my brief 
comments are followed by intervals of immobility.and silence, the other 
children are watching and listening. Many of them are interested in the 
fact, which they have never noticed before, that we make so many noises 
of which we are not conscious, and that there are degrees of silence. 
There is an absolute silence where nothing, absolutely nothing, moves. 
They watch me in amazement when I stand in the middle of the room 
so quietly that it is really as if ‘I were not.’ Then they strive to imitate 
me, and to do even better. I call attention here and there to a foot that 
moves, almost inadvertently. The attention of the child is called to 
every part of his body in an anxious eagerness to attain immobility. 

“When the children are trying in this way, there is established a 
silence very different from that which we carelessly call by that name. 

“Tt seems as if life gradually vanishes, and that the room becomes, 
little by little, empty, as if there were no longer any one in it. The 
children sit fascinated by that silence as if by some conquest of their 
own. ‘Here,’ says the directress, ‘here, there is no longer any one; the 
children have all gone away.’ 

“Having arrived at that point, we darken the windows, and tell the 
children to close their eyes, resting their heads upon their hands. They 
assume this position, and in the darkness the absolute silence returns.” 


Gradually the child learns to command his move- 
ments—which is the first great lesson. I wanted to 
touch upon this lesson in silence, because one great 
fault of the deaf is their noisiness. 

When the pupil departs from this repose, let it be for 
action toward a desired end. 

Remember that the child who does not do, does not 
know how to do. } 

We habitually serve children, forgetting that in serv- 
ing them we limit their independence. The dignity of 
the man of the future demands that they say, ‘“‘I do not 
wish to be served, because I am not an impotent.” 
By serving the child we suffocate useful, spontaneous 
activity. Dr. Montessori then goes on to tell how the 
lessons should be given. 
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The motto of this chapter is, ‘‘ Let all thy words be 
counted. ”’ 

The keynotes are observation and experiment. 
Above all, every lesson should be brief. 

The three characteristics of her lessons are concise- 
ness, simplicity, objectivity. And these are the three 
qualities she finds it hardest to exact from her teachers: 

Be concise. 

Be simple. 

Be true. 

Let your own personality disappear and point only to 
the object. 

And above all, don’t insist upon repeating the lesson, 
and don’t make the child feel that he has made a mis- 
take. 

She follows with the right and wrong way of giving a 
lesson in the teaching of the colors red and blue: 


“Let us suppose, for example, that the teacher wishes to teach to a 
child the two colors, red and blue. She desires to attract the attention 
of the child to the object. She says, therefore, ‘Look at this.’ Then 
in order to teach the colors she says, showing him the red, ‘This is red,’ 
raising her voice a little and pronouncing the word ‘red’ slowly and 
clearly; then showing him the other color, ‘This is blue.’ In order to 
make sure that the child has understood, she says to him, ‘Give me the 
red,’—‘Give me the blue.’ Let us suppose that the child in following this 
last direction makes a mistake. The teacher does not repeat and does 
not insist; she smiles, gives the child a friendly caress and takes away 
the colors. 

“Teachers ordinarily are greatly surprised at such simplicity. They 
often say, ‘But everybody knows how to do that!’ Indeed, this again is 
like the egg of Christopher Columbus, but the truth is that not every 
one knows how to do this simple thing (to give a lesson with such sim- 
plicity). To measure one’s own activity, to make it conform to these 
standards of clearness, brevity, and truth, is practically a very difficult 
matter. Especially is this true of teachers prepared by the old-time 
methods, who have learned to deluge the child with useless and often 
false words. 

“Such a teacher has perhaps commenced her lesson in this way: 
‘Children, see if you can guess what I have in my hand.’ She knows 
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that the children cannot guess, and she therefore attracts their atten- 
tion by means of a falsehood. Then she probably says: ‘Children, look 
out at the sky. Have you ever looked at it before? Have you ever 
noticed it at night when it is all shining with stars? No! Look at my 
apron. Do you know what color it is? Doesn’t it seem to you the 
same color as the sky? Very well, then, look at this color I have in my 
hand. It is the same color as the sky and my apron. Itis blue. Now 
look around you a little and see if you can find something in the room 
which is blue. And do you know what color cherries are, and the color 
of the burning coals in the fireplace, etc., etc.,’ 

“Now in the mind of the child, after he has made the useless effort of 
trying to guess, there revolves a confused mass of ideas—the sky, the 
apron, the cherries, etc. It will be difficult for him to extract from all 
this confusion the idea which it was the scope of the lesson to make clear 
to him; namely, the recognition of the two colors, blue and red. Sucha 
work of selection is almost impossible for the mind of a child who is not 
yet able to follow a long discourse.” 


She gives another contrast between the right and 
wrong ways of teaching form: 


“To obtain a simple lesson from a teacher who has been prepared 
according to the ordinary methods is a very difficult task. I remember 
that, after having explained the material fully and in detail, I called upon 
one of my teachers to teach, by means of the geometric insets, the differ- 
ence between a square and a triangle. The task of the teacher was 
simply to fit a square and a triangle of wood into the empty spaces made 
to receive them. She should then have shown the child how to follow 
with his finger the contours of the wooden pieces and of the frames into 
which they fit, saying, meanwhile, “This is a square—this is a triangle.’ 
The teacher whom I had called upon began by having the child touch 
the square, saying, “This is a line,—another, —another—and another. 
There are four lines; count them with your little finger and tell me how 
many there are. And the corners,—count the corners, feel them with 
your little finger. See, there are four corners too. Look at this piece 
well. It is a square.’ I corrected the teacher, telling her that in this 
way she was not teaching the child to recognize a form, but was giving 
him an idea of sides, of angles, of number, and that this was a very differ- 
ent thing from that which she was to teach in this lesson. ‘But,’ she 
said, trying to justify herself, ‘it is the same thing.’ It is not, however, 
the same thing. It is the geometric analysis and the mathematics of the 
thing. It would be possible to have an idea of the form of the quad- 
rilateral without knowing how to count to four, and, therefore, without 
appreciating the number of sides and angles. The sides and angles are 
abstractions which in themselves do not exist; that which does exist is 
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this piece of wood of a determined form. The elaborate explanations of 
the teacher not only confused the child’s mind, but bridged over the dis- 
tance that lies between the concrete and the abstract, between the form 
‘of an object and the mathematics of the form.” 


And in the end she sums it all up thus: “‘ And such is 
our duty toward the child: to give a ray of light and to 
go on our way.” It is as though, while we are looking 
absent-mindedly at the shore of a lake, an artist should 
suddenly say to us—‘‘ How beautiful the curve is that 
the shore makes there under the shade of the cliff.”’ 
And as though it had been illuminated by a ray of sun- 
shine, we see and experience the joy of a crystallized 
impression. I remember once at sunset, an artist said, 
‘‘See that violet mist all over the valley.”’ I told her I 
had never been able to see any violet in a landscape. 
She said, ‘“‘Look at the sun, then look away, and you 
will see the violet.”’ So it was. And from that time 
landscapes took on a new meaning. 

This is what Montessori means by auto-education, 
self-teaching. Teach the child observation of the phe- 
nomena of life and auto (self)-education follows. She 
illustrates this with a music lesson. The music teacher 
merely points out, the child practises. 

Dr. Montessori says that every lesson should have 
three periods. 

First Period: The association of the sensory percep- 
tion with the name. For example, we present to the 
child two colors, red and blue. Presenting the red, we 
say simply, ‘“‘This is red,’’ and presenting the blue, . 
“This is blue.””’ Then we lay the spools upon the table 
under the eyes of the child. 

Second Period.—Recognition of the jobject corre- 
sponding tothename. We say to the child, ‘‘Give me 
the red,” and then, ‘‘Give me the blue.” 

Third Period.—The remembering of the name corre- 
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sponding to the object. We ask the child, showing him 
the object, ‘‘What is this?”’ and he should respond, 
Red. 

Dr. Montessori often precedes these three periods with 
another period from which comes true auto-education. 
In this preliminary period, she has on the table six of 
the color spools in pairs. She places one spool before 
the child, asking her to find another like it, repeating for 
all three of the colors, showing her how to arrange them 
carefully in pairs; then comes the real lesson in the three 
periods. 

She claims that in the education of the senses so as to 
teach the children accurate observation, an important 
particular is in isolating the sense exercised. 

Education of the senses is attained by tactile, thermic, 
baric, and stereognostic exercises. Those words sound 
very technical, but are really simple. The whole suc- 
cess of the Montessori system depends upon these exer- 
cises in sense education, and isolation of the senses is 
often attained by blindfolding. 

In exercising the tactile sense (touch) the child’s 
hands are bathed in warm water, teaching cleanliness. 
They are taught how to touch surfaces by drawing the 
child’s finger very, very lightly over the surface. Mate- 
rials touched are endless: silk; satin; a wooden board 
divided into equal rectangles, one smooth, one of sand 
paper; a tablet covered with alternating smooth and 
rough paper; paper slips varying through many grades 
from cardboard to sandpaper. 

The thermic-sense exercises require little metal bowls 
filled with water of.varying degrees; or putting the 
hands in cold, tepid, or warm water. 

The baric sense is the sense of weight. You can 
readily picture the little hands weighing the different 
objects and learning to “guess” which is heavier. 


. 
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In the education of the stereognostic sense the child is 
led to the recognition of objects through feeling—that is, 
through the simultaneous help of the tactile and muscu- 
lar sense. He is given various solids which he must feel 
carefully and accurately, and some phrase is repeated 
to fix his attention on the forms. Then he is told to 
places the cubes to the right, the bricks to the left, feel- 
ing them without looking at them. 

Then comes the education of taste and smell; next of 
combinations of sense training by visual recognition of 
dimensions, where the child learns to assort objects 
according to thickness, height, and size, as in the making 
of stairs and towers of sets of blocks. 

Then the visual perception of form is given by a com- 
bination of visual-tactile-muscular perception, where a 
child places geometric insets of wood first on a solid 
colored form cut from blue paper and mounted, then on 
a colored contour having a wide colored outline, then on 
a contour outlined only by a black line. 

Now the question occurs: What is the object of all 
this sense training? And beautifully does Dr. Montes- 
sori bring out her aim. In every exercise the child’s 
finger lightly traces the form, be it solid or outline. 
What is the inevitable result? The child is gaining an 
education of the hand and eye which enables him to 
read and write, not by a laborious, tedious process, but 
by a spontaneous outburst. The child learns control of 
the muscles which later enables him, after these dainty 
tracings day after day of forms, suddenly to know that 
he can trace accurately the letters of his own name. 

How this goal is attained is an intensely interesting 
part of Dr. Montessori’s book. 

Preliminary to it she tells of teaching color memory, 
where these tots learn the eight gradations of eight 
colors and how to arrange them in their proper groups, 
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each group in its proper gradation. When a child has 
learned to take one of these sixty-four color tablets, say 
a tint of blue, and rapidly place it in its proper chromatic 
position, how easy it will be for that child to distinguish 
between an a and an 0; between an m and an n. 

Over and over she emphasizes the thought that all 
these lessons tend to the one end, the outburst into 
written language, and are given always with the three 
periods. 

Suppose we are teaching the letters 7 and o. 

First Period.—Association of visual and muscular- 
tactile sensation with the letter sound. The teacher, 
or as Dr. Montessori says, the ‘‘directress,’’ presents 
two cards on which the letters are mounted, saying— 
‘“‘This isi/—Thisiso!”’ The child traces the sandpaper 
letter lightly with his index finger. ‘‘ Knowing how‘to 
trace’’—that is all. Thus there come into play the 
three sensations—the visual sensation, the tactile sen- 
sation, and the muscular sensation. 

Second Period.—Perception. Compare and know. 
The directress says—‘‘Give me o—Give mei.” If the 
pupil does not recognize by looking, let him trace; if he 
does not recognize then, the lesson is ended, to be resumed 
another day. 

Third Period.—Language. The letters lying on the 
table, the directress asks the child—‘‘ What is this?” 
and he responds, ‘‘o,” ‘‘i.”’ 

Perhaps some of you say, “‘ Thisisall for little children; 
it does not help me.” Is that true? 

Suppose I were teaching the Eighth Grade proper and 
common nouns. Notice Dr. Montessori says always, if 
possible, teach more than one thing at a time: teach in 
pairs. 

First Period.—I place on the blackboard ‘‘John— 
boy.” I say, “John is a proper noun. Boy is a com- 
mon noun.” 
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Second Period. Tell me the proper noun. John. 
Tell me the common noun. Boy. 

Third Period.—What kind of a noun is John? A 
proper noun. What kind of anoun is boy? A common 
noun. 

This was an actual lesson, by the way. No more, no 
less, and lo! the pupil has the foundation for an immense 
amount of auto-education for study hour. 

If only we would remember the motto, ‘‘ Let all thy 
words be counted,” and be content to “Give a ray of 
light and to go on our way.”

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METHODS OF INSTRUCTION IN AMERICAN 
SCHOOLS FOR THE DEAF. 


The “Methods of Instruction’ named in the preceding Tabular 
Statement may be defined as follows: 


I. The Manual Method.—Signs, the manual alphabet, and writing are 
the chief means used in the instruction of the pupils, and the principal 
objects aimed at are mental development and facility in the compre- 
hension and use of written language. The degree of relative importance 
given to these three means varies in different schools; but it is a differ- 
ence only in degree, and the end aimed at is the same in all. 

II. The Manual Alphabet Method—The manual alphabet and writ- 
ing are the chief means used in the instruction of the pupils, and the 
principal objects aimed at are mental development and facility in the 
comprehension and use of written language. Speech and speech-read- 
ing are taught to all of the pupils in the school (the Western New 
York Institution) recorded as following this method. 

III. The Oral Method.—Speech and speech-reading, together with 
writing, are made the chief means of instruction, and facility in speech 
and speech-reading, as well as mental development and written lan- 
guage, is aimed at. There is a differetice in different schools in the 
extent to which the use of natural signs is allowed in the early part of 
the course, and also in the prominence given to writing as an auxiliary 
to speech and speech-reading in the course of instruction; but they are 
differences only in degree, and the end aimed at is the same in all. 

IV. The Auricular Method—The hearing of semi-deaf pupils is 
utilized and developed to the greatest possible extent, and, with or 
without the aid of artificial appliances, their education is carried on 
chiefly through the use of speech and hearing, together with writing. 
The aim of the method is to graduate its pupils as hard-of-hearing 
speaking people instead of deaf-mutes. 

V. The Combined System.—Speech and speech-reading are regarded | 
as very important, but mental development and the acquisition of lan- 
guage are regarded as still more important. It is believed that in many 
cases mental development and the acquisition of language can be best 
promoted by the Manual or the Manual Alphabet method, and, so far 
as circumstances permit, such method is chosen for each pupil as seems 
best adapted for his individual case. Speech and speech-reading are 
taught where the measure of success seems likely to justify the labor 
expended, and in most of the schools some of the pupils are taught 
wholly or chiefly by the Oral method or by the Auricular method.

Chicago Day-Schools.—The building of the Clarke School 
is undergoing repairs and its class for the deaf has been com- 
bined with that of the Jirka School. The South Chicago 
class has been transferred to better quarters in the Phil 
Sheridan School. 


Cincinnati Oral School—Miss Marjorie Jones, a daughter 


of Mr. J. W. Jones, Superintendent of the Ohio School, has 
been added to the corps of teachers. 

A department for corrective speech in the hearing grades 
of the city schools has been opened and placed under the 
supervision of this school. Visible-speech methods are used 
and Miss Martha C. Pelton is the teacher. 


Colorado School.—The Colorado School has established an 
“experimental poultry department.” It is divided into four 
groups, each of which has a plant of its own with an organiza- 
tion composed of pupils having officers elected by the mem- 
bers, and there is also a general association composed of the 
members of allthe groups. Bulletins in the Index from time 
to time describe the progress of the work and make suggestions 
helpful to the workers. 


Florida School—Miss Myrtle Collatt, from the New 
Mexico School, formerly of the Arkansas School, and Miss 
Emma L. Pike, B. A., a graduate of Gallaudet College, have 


been added to the corps of teachers. 
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Grand Rapids Day-School.—Miss Martha Hill, Principal, 
died at her home in Hudson, Michigan, last summer, after an 
illness of several weeks. Miss Hill received her training in 
the Detroit School, organized the Bay City School, and was 
for several years the efficient Principal of the Grand Rapids 
School. During the past year she conducted a normal train- 
ing department in addition to her other work. She is suc- 
ceeded by Miss Marcia Heath, a teacher in the school. 


Idaho School.—Miss Gordon has resigned on account of ill 
health and is succeeded by Miss Carrie A. Haynes, from the 
Oklahoma School. Mrs. Churchill, teacher of domestic 
science and domestic art, has resigned and is succeeded by 
Miss Caroline Keil, a graduate of the Minnesota State Normal 
School and of the Thomas Training School in Detroit. 

The School sent an exhibit of work from the manual- 
training and sewing departments to the Inter-Mountain Fair 
held at Boise last fall and was awarded twenty-one premiums 
on the work of the pupils. This work was in competition 
with that of the public schools and of all other educational 


institutions of the state. The prizes amounted to thirty-two 
dollars, which were given to the pupils whose work won them, 
and Mr. Taylor writes that never were children happier or 
prouder than these were when they received their premiums. 


Indiana School—Mr. N. Field Morrow has resigned to 
engage in other pursuits, Miss K. Whitley Murphy to teach a 
private pupil, and Miss Nelle E. Arbaugh to teach in the 
Idaho School. They are succeeded by Miss Mary Mce- 
Clelland, from the Rhode Island School; Miss Angie C. 
Kinnaird, from the Kentucky School; Mr. Francis W. Hob- 
son, from the Halifax School; and Miss Ednah L. Shriver, 
trained in the Indiana School. Mrs. Margaret I. Bolyn died 
during the summer vacation. She had been a faithful teacher 
in this school for several years. 

The Normal Class of this school: for teachers-in-training 
covers a two-year course of study and numbers six members 
for the current year—two seniors who will be graduated in 
June, 1913, and four juniors who will be graduated in June, 
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1914. The seniors are Miss Helen Dixon and Miss Edna 
Kavanaugh; the juniors are Miss Emily Asbury, Miss 
Margaret M. Morrow, Miss Irene V. M. Boshler, and Miss 
Amy Ridlen. 

The new buildings were formally dedicated June 9, 1912. 
The invocation was offered by Rev. James H. Cloud, of St. 
Louis. Addresses were made by Mr. R. O. Johnson, Super- 
intendent; Dr. Henry B. Brown, President of the Board of 
Trustees; Governor Thomas R. Marshall, now Vice-President- 
elect of the United States; Rev. Philip J. Hasenstab, of 
Chicago, on behalf of the Alumni; Hon. Charles A. Great- 
house, State Superintendent of Public Instruction; and Mr. 
Arthur H. Norris, retiring President of the State Association 
of the Deaf. The benediction was pronounced by Rev. B. R. 
Allabough, of Cleveland. The exercises are reported in full 
in the Silent Hoosier for November 7 and 21, 1912. 


Towa School.—Mechanical drawing for the boys and china 
painting for the girls have been added to the course of 


instruction. 

In addition to the general duties of Principal, Mr. J. 
Schuyler Long has been assigned to the supervision of religi- 
ous instruction. 


Kansas School.—Mrs. Blanche Barnes, a teacher in this 
school since 1905 and formerly a teacher in the Arkansas, 
Florida, and Illinois Schools, has resigned to be married to Mr. 
Aretas L. Hunt, of Olathe, Kansas. 


Kendall School.—Mr. Melville Ballard, the first graduate 
of Gallaudet College and the oldest teacher of the Kendall 
School, was stricken with paralysis on Friday afternoon, 
December 13, 1912, while taking a walk after having taught 
as usual during the day and died on Sunday morning follow- 
ing. He left a wife and four children. 

Mr. Ballard was born at Fryburg, Maine, July 31, 1839. 
He lost his hearing in consequence of a fall at the age of seven- 
teen months. When he was ten years old he entered the 
American School at Hartford, and was there as a pupil for 
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eight years and as ‘an instructor for two years. In 1860 he 
was appointed a teacher in the Kendall School and remained 
continuously in that position until his death, except during 
two years that he was pursuing an undergraduate course of 
study in Gallaudet College. He received the degree of 
Bachelor of Science in course in 1866 and of Master of Science 
in 1870. 

Mr. Ballard was a man of unusual natural endowment, of 
high attainments in scholarship, and of excellent character. 
His article in the Annals (xxvi, 34-39) giving an account of 
his reflections before education shows that in childhood he 
was a careful observer and a clear thinker, and that on reach- 
ing maturity he retained a recollection of his early impressions 
and ideas that has no parallel in the records of the congenitally 
or quasi-congenitally deaf. His career as a teacher was note- 
worthy not only for its long duration of fifty-two years but 
also for the cheerfulness, patience, and faithfulness with which 
during the whole of that period he performed every duty. 

Mrs. Clara C. Taliaferro Landick, who was a teacher in 
this School for several years before her marriage, takes Mr. 
Ballard’s place for the rest of the school year. 


’ Le Couteulx St. Mary’s Institution.—The former pupils and 
friends of the Rev. Mother Mary Anne, Principal, celebrated 
the fiftieth anniversary of her principalship October 20, 1912. 
Several addresses expressing high appreciation of her good 
work were made on that occasion and she was presented with 
a purse containing a hundred and fifty dollars in gold. 

Manitoba School_—Miss V. Taylor, from the Ohio School, 
has been added to the staff of teachers. 

The School expects to remove to its new quarters in the 
suburbs during the coming summer. 


Maryland School.—Miss Katharine Lee Bryarly, formerly 
a teacher in this School, studied the Montessori method at 
the University of Virginia last summer and has now gone to 
Rome to take the course under Dr. Montessori herself. 


Missouri School_—Mr. 8. T. Walker, Superintendent, has 
published the course of study prescribed for the School for 
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1912-13 in a booklet which also includes some special 
instructions to teachers, the time schedules of the school 
year, and other information. 


New York Institution.—Vacancies in the staff of teachers 
saused by the retirement of Mr. Harry Best, Mr. E. L. 
LaCrosse, and Miss Pattie Thomason have been filled by the 
appointment of Mr. Edmiston W. Iles, M. A., and Mr. Victor 
QO. Skyberg, M. A., Normal Fellows from Gallaudet College, 
and the return of Miss Eva E. Buckingham. 

A notable improvement made during the summer vacation 
was the installation of a new system of plumbing and the 
complete renovation of the girls’ lavatory on the ground 
floor of the girls’ wing. The alterations included an entirely 
modern system of piping and plumbing, three rows of station- 
ary wash-stands, each holding thirty-six faucets for hot and 
cold water and having sanitary drinking fountains at the 
end of the rows. The wainscot and window panels are of 
marble to the height of six feet, where they join the walls 
which, like the ceiling, are of metal work. At a convenient 
height along the walls are long, horizontal plate mirrors, afford- 
ing a view for’a dozen at atime. The toilet room adjoining 
has individual compartments for sixteen persons. It is 
finished in tiling and enameled iron. A large compartment 
assigned to the shower bath has walls of white enameled tile, 
and the flooring, as throughout the entire basement, is cov- 
ered with red Scotch-quarry tiles 6’’ x 6”. There is special 
provision made for individual tubs in a room with tile floors 
and side walls and the effect of the whole is pleasing, while the 
details for perfect sanitary conditions are ideal. The cap 
room is of galvanized iron net work and has individual com- 
partments for two hundred pupils, for the combs, brushes, 
etc.; also arrangements for the supply and collection of the 
thousands of individual towels used daily. The apartment is 
heated by radiators and the cost of this installation was about 
$10,000. 

The entire third floor of the Academic Building was relaid 
with white-maple kiln-dried flooring and new desks were 
installed. 
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For the instruction and entertainment of the pupils, a series 
of lectures, given by members of the lecture staff of the Board 
of Education of the City of New York, has been arranged for 
through the courtesy of Hon. John Whalen, Chairman of the 
Committee on Lectures of the Board of Education. These 
lectures are given on Thursday evenings. The list includes 
the names of distinguished lecturers. 


St. Xavier’s School.—The School has been removed from 
McCulloh Street, Baltimore, to a beautiful location on 
Woodland Avenue, Irvington, in the suburbs of Baltimore, 
where it has much better accommodations than formerly. 


South Carolina School.—Miss C. B. Rogers, of Cedar Spring, 
South Carolina, has been added to the corps of teachers in the 
manual department. 

Mr. John Marion Hughston, long connected with this 
School, died at his home in Cedar Spring, South Carolina, 
November 28, 1912, aged 79. Mr. Hughston was one of the 
first class of pupils to enter the School on its establishment in 


1849. From 1853 to 1887 he was a teacher in the School and 
from 1869 to 1872 wag Supérintendent. He was twice mar- 
ried and is survived by a wife and two daughters. ‘‘He was 
an unusually bright deaf man and well read. As a teacher he 
was a close observer and won the respect and love of his 
pupils by his ability and his careful work.”’ 


Texas School._—Mr. W. M. Davis has resigned to accept 
employment in an abstract office in Austin. To fill the 
vacancy thus created Mrs. Wilson Davis, a graduate of the 
kindergarten department of Tulane University, has been 
appointed. Mrs. Davis is now taking training under Mr. 
Archer. 


Virginia School (Newport News).—A new dormitory build- 
ing for boys, with class-rooms for blind pupils, costing $18,600, 
was completed December 1, 1912. <A farm of 60 acres, a 
mile distant from the school buildings, has been purchased 
at a cost of $4,500. The entire place, comprising two tracts, 
was fenced in with woven-wire fence by the deaf boys, more 
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than a thousand locust posts being used. The deaf boys last 
winter also opened and graded a quarter-mile of road to the 
School from the new stone road between Old Point Comfort 
and Newport News. The school has also purchased an addi- 
tion of a hundred feet along the entire front line of the build- 
ing site. It now owns 90 acres (including the farm). 

Domestic science has been added as a new industry for the 
deaf girls. 


Wright Oral School.—No. 3 Mt. Morris Park, West, has 
been added to the other two houses previously occupied. 

Mr. Wright has been appointed by the State of Massachu- 
setts to conduct an inquiry concerning the education of the 
deaf as carried on by the State. His report will be made to 
the State Board of Education and the Board will in turn 
report to the Legislature. The schools included in the inquiry 
are those at Beverly, Randolph, Boston, West Medford, 
Northampton, and Hartford. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


New Schools.—Nine new schools appear in our Tabular 
Statement of American Schools for the Deaf this year: the 
state schools at Tucson, Arizona, and Brattleboro, Vermont; 
the day-schools at Atlanta, Georgia; Jackson and L’Anse, 
Michigan; Jersey City, New Jersey; Marshfield and Mineral 
Point, Wisconsin; and the private school at Macon, Georgia. 


The Feeble-Minded Deaf.—The Institution for Feeble- 
Minded Children at Glenwood, Iowa, has organized nine deaf 
children into a class for such instruction as it may be possible 
to give them. Miss Iva Strain, trained at the Iowa School 
for the Deaf, has been placed in charge. Miss Strain teaches 
these children two hours a day, and in addition gives articu- 
lation lessons to about seventy-five other feeble-minded 
children (not deaf), who have defects in speech. 
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The Kentucky Standard of November 14, 1912, says this 
work originated with Miss Vina George, a daughter of Mr. D. 
Webster George, of the Illinois School. ‘Miss George was 
appointed special teacher of speech in the school and found 
among her pupils a deaf-mute. She brought her experience as 
a teacher of the deaf to bear on this problem, which had been 
too much for those in charge before she came. She was so 
successful that the authorities were greatly impressed. Other 
feeble-minded deaf children were admitted until there were 
seven in the class and, under intelligent direction, all learned 
surely if slowly. Miss George resigned last June on account 
of ill-health.” 

The Michigan Teachers’ Association.—At the sixtieth annual 
meeting.of the Michigan State Teachers’ Association, held in 
Grand Rapids, October 31 and November 1, 1912, the teachers 
of the deaf had a special section. Mrs. Caroline Shaw, of the 
Jackson Day-School, was Chairman. About twenty teachers, 
representing the State School at Flint and the day-schools at 
Grand Rapids, Detroit, Saginaw, and Jackson, were present. 

The programme was opened with class work by a group of 
four pupils from the Grand Rapids School under the direction 
of Miss Heath. The work consisted of a “‘lip-reading”’ story 
and its reproduction in writing, followed by Mother Goose 
rhymes in speech. 

Mr. A. J. Winnie, Inspector of Schools for the Deaf in Wis- 
consin, gave an address. He emphasized the great value of 
speech and lip-reading to the deaf from the day-school point 
of view and expressed the opinion that speech was the more 
important of the two. He gave the history of the Wisconsin 
day-schools, and said that the state legislature had recently 
allowed them $100 in addition to the $150 per pupil, in order 
to provide board for poor pupils who lived at a great distance 
from the schools. A “visiting committee” is now appointed 
in each city where a school exists for the purpose of visiting 
the school and giving the pupils more practice in lip-reading. 
Mr. Winnie gave a detailed account of some successful pupils 
and declared that the education of the deaf was just the same 
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as that of the hearing, and that if we only had faith we could 
accomplish anything. 

Miss Dumon, of the Detroit Day-School, gave the section 
the benefit of her notes, taken at the “Summer Meeting” at 
Providence, on the Bruhn system of lip-reading and also gave 
an account of Miss Helen Keller’s recent attainments in voice 
culture. It appeared to some of those present that the Bruhn 
system was practically identical with the system that was 
arranged several years ago by the Principal of the Michigan 
School. 

Resolutions upon the recent death of Miss Martha M. Hill, 
Principal of the Grand Rapids School, were passed. The 
meeting closed after the election of the following officers: 
Miss Lucie M. Dumon, of Detroit, Chairman; Miss Marcia 
P. Heath, of Grand Rapids, Secretary ; Miss Carrie E. Billings, 
of Flint, Programme. 

The Ninth Meeting of the Speech Association—The Pro- 
ceedings of the Ninth Summer Meeting of the American 


Association to Promote the Teaching of Speech to the Deaf, 
held at Providence, Rhode Island, last summer, are published 
in full in the Volta Review for November and December, 1912. 


Industrial Exhibits at State Fairs—In the Annals for 
November, 1911 (lvi, 499-505), Dr. J. L. Smith described the 
industrial exhibit made by the adult deaf of Minnesota at the 
Minnesota State Fair in that year and its valuable results. 
Similar successful exhibits were made this year by the adult 
deaf of Illinois and Wisconsin in their respective State Fairs 
under the auspices of the Associations of the Deaf of those 
states. There was also an excellent exhibit by the adult 
deaf of Texas, in which the State School at Austin took part, 
at the Cotton Palace Exposition at Waco. 

The Teacher of the Deaf —Mr. F. G. Barnes, Head Master 
of the Residential School at Homerton, London, N. E., has 
joined the editorial staff of The Teacher of the Deaf. Mr. 
Barnes has charge of reports and news items; Mr. A. J. Story 
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of papers and literary contributions; and Miss Hull of business 
matters. 


The British National Bureau.—The “ National Bureau for 
Promoting the General Welfare of the Deaf,” established in 
1911 through the generosity of Mr. Leo Bonn, held its first 
annual meeting November 21, 1912. It was announced at 
this meeting that Mr. Bonn had given $25,000 for the further 
development of the work and that subscriptions for five years, 
amounting to more than $2,000 a year, had been secured in 
addition to Mr. Bonn’s gift. This bureau includes within its 
scope all measures for the benefit of the deaf and is not com- 
mitted to any particular method of instruction. All the 
organizations for the benefit of the deaf, as the Association of 
Teachers, the Association of the Deaf, the Society of Mis- 
sioners, etc., are represented in its governing body, the council. 
It has already collected a large amount of statistical material, 
has given much information in response to requests, and has 
provided for an inquiry into the prevention of deafness to be 
conducted by Dr. James Kerr Love. Dr. Love has delivered 
four valuable lectures on this subject, two of which have been 
published for the bureau and the others will be published. 
The Arnold Library, belonging to the National Association of 
Teachers of the Deaf, is now housed in the offices of the 
bureau at 104 High Holborn, London. Among the other 
benefits which the bureau has in mind to promote are higher 
technical training of the deaf and better training of teachers. 


The Gallaudet Memorial Guild House. A Memorial Guild 
House connected with St. Ann’s Church for the Deaf on 
West 148th Street, New York, and named in honor of Rev. 
Dr. Thomas Gallaudet, was dedicated with appropriate ser- 
vices December 8, 1912. Addresses were made by Right 
Rev. David D. Greer, Rev. Arthur H. Judge, Rev. Dr. John 
Chamberlain, Rev. Oliver P. Whilden, and Dr. E. M. 
Gallaudet. The building cost $28,000, two-thirds of which 
were obtained through the efforts of Miss Virginia Gallaudet, 
a daughter of Dr. Thomas Gallaudet. It is of fireproof con-

struction, contains three stories and a basement, and pro- 
vides rooms for the various beneficent and social activities 
of St. Ann’s Church as well as a home for the curate and his 
family. 


The Thirteenth Census.—At the meeting of the Association 
to Promote the Teaching of Speech held at Providence last 
summer a resolution offered by Dr. A. G. Bell was adopted, 
urging upon Congress and upon the Director of the Census 
the early tabulation and publication of the returns relating to 
the deaf. In this connection Dr. Bell presented the following 
statement from Dr. Joseph A. Hill, chief statistician of the 
Census: 


“The enumeration of the deaf made in 1910 in connection with the 
Thirteenth Census was restricted to those persons who were also dumb. 
This restriction was apparently required by the language of the act pro- 
viding for the Thirteenth Census, which specifies the ‘blind, deaf and 
dumb, and inmates of benevolent institutions’ among the special classes 
to be distinguished in the census. The enumerators accordingly were 
carefully instructed not to include any person as deaf unless that person 
was also dumb. 

“In 1900 the census of the deaf was provided for by a supplementary 
act passed after the main census act, and the enumeration was made on 
a separate slip or schedule, on which the enumerator entered simply the 
name and address of the person reported as deaf, whether dumb or not. 
At the census of 1910, however, provision was made for the enumeration 
of the blind and of the deaf and dumb on the main population schedule, 
by providing a column in which the enumerator was to indicate the fact 
in case the person enumerated was either blind or deaf and dumb. 
Of course, the population schedule recorded for the person returned as 
deaf and dumb the same facts that were recorded for all classes—namely, 
sex, age, marital condition, nativity, occupation, if any, and ability to 
read and write. In order to obtain the additional information which 
was desired for deaf persons, a special schedule was sent by mail to the 
persons who were reported on the population schedule as deaf and dumb, 
the address being obtained from the place of residence indicated on that 
schedule, which,-in the case of cities, gave the number and street. 

“A table is submitted giving the number of persons reported as 
deaf and dumb on the population schedule by states. These numbers, 
however, are subject to revision, as some errors will doubtless be 
discovered in connection with the classification and tabulation of the 
returns.

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“The total number of persons returned on the population schedule as 
deaf and dumb in continental United States was 44,896, or, in round 
numbers, 45,000. The number of these who have filled out and returned 
the special schedule sent out subsequently is 27,222. Several months 
elapsed between the date of the taking of the population census and the 
sending out of the special schedules. This delay was practically 
unavoidable, partly because the transcription of the names and addresses 
required considerable time and partly because the population schedules 
were not always accessible, being needed in connection with the tabu- 
lation of the general census. 

“The difference between the number originally enumerated and the 
number who responded to the special circular would be to some extent 
explained by deaths which occurred in the interval and by changes of 
residence. In a very considerable number of cases the circular was 
returned by the post-office marked with the legend, ‘‘No such person at 
this address.”” In some cases the data on the population schedule did 
not accurately indicate the address. This was more often the case in 
rural sections, where the residence was indicated simply as being in a 
certain district or township, without specifying the post-office address. 
In many other cases no doubt the person addressed simply neglected to 
make any reply. It may be noted, however, that the number that filled 
out the schedule, 27,222, corresponds fairly closely with the number of 
deaf reported in 1900 as not able to speak (24,369). A certain small 
number of those who responded to the special circular, however, reported 
that they did not have the defect in question, but the Census Bureau at 
this time is not able to state just how many there were of this class. 
In fact, no steps have been taken as yet towards tabulating the data. 
The Bureau has done nothing more than to examine and count the 
schedules received. The work of tabulation had to be deferred on 
account of the insufficiency of the appropriation allowed the Bureau by 
Congress for the work of the past year. It will be taken up early 
in the next fiscal year and pushed to completion as rapidly as practic- 
able.”’ 


Reasons for Publishing a School Paper.—The Colorado Index 
gives the following reasons for publishing a school paper: 


“The reasons for publishing a school paper are to train pupils in the 
art of printing, to establish a sort of communication between the home 
and the school that may be beneficial to both, and to aid in the school 
work as far as possible by filling the paper with matter that will interest 
pupils of all ages and induce them to read. The first of these aims could 
be carried out by printing any sort of stuff whatever, but to carry out the 
second and third is not so easy, particularly the third, because of the 
dearth of language on the part of our pupils. We resort to all sorts of

schemes to attract and hold the interest of the younger children and this 
sometimes calls forth criticism from outsiders, who do not really under- 
stand what we are driving at. When a visitor picks up the Jndex and 
sees ‘Johnnie Smith had a tooth pulled last Sunday’ and ‘Willie Jones 
mashed his thumb last Monday,’ he wonders of what possible interest 
such items are to anybody. When we explain that Johnnie and Willie 
are ‘just human’ even though only seven or eight years of age and are 
delighted to see their names in print; and that the teacher was trying to 
hammer home the phrases ‘last Saturday’ and ‘last Monday’ and to 
pound in the language of the whole expression so it could not be lost too 
easily, the visitor sees the method in our madness. Then there are 
always the folks at home to whom Johnnie’s tooth and Willie’s thumb 
are just about the dearest things in the world, and they want to know 
what is happening to their little ones even though it may call forth their 
sympathy. 

“These same critics occasionally see in the pupils’ locals some sentence 
that will not exactly parse, or is somewhat stilted or stiff, and wonder 
why such language is permitted in a school paper. The criticism is 
more than likely justifiable, as only good English should be permitted to 
our deaf children. The only excuse is that very often the awkward 
expressions are logically correct and the copy reader finds so many other 
worse errors that he lets them go. 

“To sum it all up, for and against, the little papers do a great deal of 
good if used properly. The more pupils they reach the better we like 
them and we are glad to excuse the too severely critical from reading 
them at all.” 


A Dissected House—Mr. 8. T. Walker, Superintendent 
of the Missouri School, in his instructions to teachers, given in 
connection with the recently published course of study, refers 
as follows to a part of the material for language teaching 
contained in the school museum: 


“We have added to the museum one small house that can be dissected, 
showing interior of two stories and basement. This can be utilized for 
language lessons, bringing in all kinds of material used in construction of 
houses, such as rafters, sills, studding, shingles, weatherboarding, floor- 
ing, foundation, cement walls, chimney, windows, window sills, window 
frames, sash, doors, door knobs, door lock, window fasteners, door sills, 
thresholds, panels, fire place, partitions, wall paper, ceiling, walls, front 
porch, back porch, etc., ete. 

‘Another larger house, each room fitted up with furniture appropri- 
ate, lighted by electricity, can be used for various language lessons. Also 
we have a miniature milliner shop and grocery store, all fitted up with 
contents which may be used for teaching shopping language and for a 
great variety of lessons.”
